Cutting Trees by Wire | 

A new method of felling trees by | 
the friction of a steel wire, which 
is able to work its way through a 20- 
inch tree in about six minutes, is put- 
ting the axeman out of business in 
the forests of Germany. 

The wire is drawn rapidiy about | 
the tree and the heat generated by 
the friction is sufficient to burn a thin 
carbonized kerf, which is both 
smoothers and cleaner tlian the cut of | 
asaw. The charcoal layer adhering 
to the trunk is extremely thin, ahd 
allows the structure and. any disease 
of thé wood to be distinctly recog- 
nized. It enables the tree to be| 
marked with chalk, and at the same 
time serves to preserve ‘any trunks 
that may be left temporarily in the 
woods. There are mar,’ advantages | 
in this method, notably in waste, de- 
creased labor, absence of all’ appar- 
atiis usually required, and the maehine 
can be used in close quarters suf- 
ficient for men choppers.
